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Bottle attack on 
boxer leaves him 
scarred for life 


A YOUNG man from 
Porthcawl who carried out 
a bottle attack on an 
international boxer, 

scarring him for life, walked 
free from Cardiff Crown 
Court, writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Seconds before, the attacker, 19- 
year-old Dominic Ashley, had spat 
at a woman and when police 
searched his home, they found he 
had a taser and a quantity of drugs. 

The victim, said prosecutor John 
Lloyd, had seven stitches in the 
wound and was unable to train for 
an important event for some time. 

Ashley, of Pant Morfa, 
Porthcawl, admitted wounding 
Jordan Williams, assaulting 
Rebecca Maddern, possessing a 
prohibited weapon and possessing 
cannabis. 

He was sentenced to 16 months 
custody, suspended for 18 months 
and was made subject to a 


rehabilitation requirement for 20 
days. 

In addition, he was made subject 
to a six-month 7pm-6am curfew 
and ordered to pay Mr Williams 
£500 compensation plus a court 
surcharge of £140. 

Mr Lloyd said that Mr Williams 
had been present outside Streets 
nightclub in Porthcawl when words 
were exchanged between two 
groups of people. Ashley was told 
to go away. He then spat at Ms 
Maddem. 

Holding a beer bottle, he stepped 
forward, swung the bottle and hit 
Mr Williams. 

Ashley then fled from the scene. 

He was later arrested and said: “I 
didn’t assault him, he approached 
me.” 

When his home was searched, 
said Mr Lloyd, police found a taser 
and a small amount of cannabis. 

In a victim impact statement, Mr 
Williams said he was anxious when 
socialising, didn’t like being on his 


own, felt angry and was unable to 
train for some time. 

Ashley’s solicitor, Craig Davies, 
pointed out that he had been in 
custody for seven weeks and 
accepted the likelihood that he 
would go to prison. 

While on remand, he said, he 
had undergone a number of 
courses. At the time, he added, 
Ashley was unemployed. 

Judge Eleri Rees asked: “What 
possible interest could someone 
have in possessing such an item as 
a taser?” 

She said he had caused Mr 
Williams a deep wound and had 
behaved in a cowardly manner. 

She said he had told the police 
he was drunk but, he added, that 
was no excuse. 

She said it was “mindless 
violence”. Regarding the taser, she 
said: “The courts take a very 
serious view of people having such 
a weapon.” 


WOMAN DIES IN M4 COLLISION 


OFFICERS from South Wales Police 
attended a serious collision on the M4 
westbound between junctions 37 at Pyle 
and 38 at Mar gam at 2.58pm on Tuesday, 
June 12. 

The collision involved a single motor vehicle, a 
grey BMW X5. As a result of the collision, the 28- 
year-old female passenger sustained fatal injuries, 
and died at the scene. Her family is currently being 
supported by specially trained officers. 


The 31-year-old male driver of the vehicle was 
taken to the University Hospital of Wales in Cardiff 
by air ambulance, where his condition is described 
as serious and life-threatening. 

The eastbound carriageway of the M4 was 
closed near the scene for a short period of time to 
allow the air ambulance to land. The westbound 
carriageway remained closed for a number of 
hours, to allow investigative and recovery work to 
be completed.

British Empire Medal 
for Porthcawl man 


A PORTHCAWL 
man who has 
become ‘the face of 
the YMCA’ has 
been awarded the 
British Empire 
Medal for “working 
with young people 
in the UK and 
abroad. 

John Berry will be 82 
later this month, and is 
still involved in the 
Porthcawl YMCA - in 
fact, this year will be his 
60th anniversary of his 
involvement with the 
YMCA. 

He was born in 
Lancashire, and has 
lived in Porthcawl since 
1983. After finishing his 
National Service, he 
joined the YMCA. 

John said: “For 
twenty five years I 
worked around and out 
of the country in various 
roles - largely starting 
new work including 
turning Boys’ Clubs into 
mixed Youth Clubs. 

“I also went to 
Jamaica and Belfast each 
for three years and 
carried out short term 
consultancies in Hong 
Kong and parts of 
Europe. The 
international and 
interdenominational 
aspect of the YMCA has 
been my particular 
interest. 


“After three years in 
Jamaica I returned to the 
UK where I opened a 
new hostel for destitute 
teenagers in Norwich. 
After 12 months the then 
children’s department 
asked me to take on a 
new post running a pilot 
scheme for the Home 
Office. 

“After three years I 
moved to Grays in Essex 
to be nearer to my 
parents and three years 
later returned to the 
YMCA, taking the post 
of general secretary at 
Shankill Road YMCA in 
Belfast. 

“I came to Porthcawl 
in 1983 to re-open the 
YMCA, bringing the 
international movement 
with me. Many 
Porthcawl members have 
visited various parts of 
Europe as International 
Leaders with Eurocross, 
Euromeet and Inter Rail; 
nineteen were on the 
first work camp to 
Calcutta where we have 
a continuing relationship 
and we have developed 
contact with YMCAs in 
Armenia, India, 
Germany, Czech 
Republic and China. A 
young member of 
Porthcawl YMCA 
attended the YMCA 
World Conference in 
Aruba in 1988.”

Porthcawl 
Historian Ceri 
Joseph continues 
her series on life 
in Porthcawl 100 
years ago^ while 
World War One 
was raging. This 
month, she 
reaches June 
1918. 

T he German 
third 
offensive, 
which had come to 
a halt on June 4, 
had reached 
Belleau Wood, 
dangerously close to 
the Metz to Paris 
road. 

During the spring one 
million Parisiennes had 
already moved out of the 
city; their fear 
heightened by 
Germany’s long-range 
‘Paris’ gun which had 
been constantly battering 
the city since March 21. 

By June, French 
politicians were 
beginning to fear the 
worst and, in the event 
of those fears being 
realised, had discussed 
plans to move the 
government to 
Bordeaux. 

Yet the German 
divisions were exhausted 
and Ludendorff’s tactics 
lacked strategic focus, 
resulting in a number of 
salients being punched 
into the Allied lines, 
which overstretched 
their supply lines and 
left them open to 
counter-attacks. 

On June 6 under the 


command of General 
Omar Bundy, the US 
2nd Division enforced 
one such attack at the 
Battle of Belleau Wood, 
and by June 26 had 
successfully recaptured 
the wood. 

The battle, which was 
the first major battle 
fought by the US Army, 
is probably best 
remembered for Captain 
Lloyd William’s quote: 
on being advised to 
retreat by a French 
soldier. He retorted: 
“Retreat? Hell, we just 
got here.” 

The Americans 
suffered 9,777 
casualties, including 
1,811 dead; at the time, 
the highest number 
against a foreign enemy 
in American history. 
Although it is not clear 
how many German 
casualties there were, it 
is known that 1,600 
German prisoners were 
taken during the 
fighting. 

In an attempt to 
straighten their frontline, 
the Germans launched a 
fourth offensive on June 
9, also known as The 
Battle of Matz. Initial 
gains were soon met by 
a French/American 
counter-attack resulting 
in the end of any 
German advance on June 
13. 

In the days that 
followed, German 
artillery bombarded the 
British lines. One area 
that suffered this intense 
shelling was Bois de 
Courton, south of 
Rheims. 

Defending the area 
was the 58th British 
Division, which included 
the 9th Battalion, Royal 


Welsh Fusiliers. Serving 
with the battalion was 
Private Arthur Richard 
Kingdon and Private 
Emlyn James Rowe. 

Both young men lived 
in Newton, grew up 
together, attended New 
Road School and, sadly, 
died on the same day as 
a result of persistent 
enemy shellfire. They 
are remembered with 
honour on the Soissons 
Memorial, Aisne, France 
and the Porthcawl War 
Memorial. 

Pte Kingdon, who to 
his family was known as 
Richard, was bom in 
1898 in Chestnut 
Cottage, Church Street, 
Newton to John, a 
greengrocer and Mary 
Kingdon. Robert was 
one of six children; the 
youngest of four boys 
who all served in the 
war. 

The two oldest 
brothers Phillip and 
Albert, who were 
labourers, had emigrated 
to Montreal, Canada in 
May 1913 in search of 
new opportunities. 

Canada was in the 
middle of a building 
boom and the huge 
demand for labour 
resulted in the largest 
number of immigrants 
entering the country 
within a certain period. 

Yet by 1916, and the 
onset of war, both had 
enlisted into the 226th 
Canadian Infantry 
Division on February 26, 
1916 and on December 
13 that same year sailed 
for England with their 
unit on the SS Olympic, 
sister ship of the RMS 
Titanic. Although 
wounded, both men 
survived the war and

served with the 
Glamorgan Yeomanry, 
while another nephew, 
Edgar (Railway Terrace), 
had served with the 1st 
Battalion, Gloucester 
Regiment. Emlyn has 
two other cousins who 
are remembered 
alongside him on the 
Porthcawl Memorial: 
brothers John Ormonde 
Rowe, 9th Battalion, 
RWE, who died on 
August 21, 1916 and 
Private Victor Diamond 
Rowe, Monmouthshire 
Regiment. 

Victor had been home 
on leave during the last 
week of June prior to his 
posting to Prance, but 
was killed on October 
10, 1918 at the Battle of 
St Quentin. The Rowe 
family certainly served 
their country, with 
honour. 

Earlier in the month 
on June 3 near Ypres, 
Lieutenant John 
Illingworth MC West 
Yorkshire Regiment had 
also been killed by 
shellfire; he was 26 
years old. John 
Illingworth had been 
born in Skipton, 
Yorkshire to James and 
Elizabeth Illingworth. In 
1915 in Skipton he 
married Muriel Wright 
and in 1917 their son 
Kenneth was bom. 

Polio wing John’s 
death in 1922 Muriel 
married Robert James 
Hamill and the family 
moved to Porthcawl, 
where Robert took up an 
appointment at the 
Vivian Steelworks, Port 
Talbot, while Kenneth 
attended the National 
School, Lias Road. 

Kenneth then went on 
to study at Queen’s 


returned to Porthcawl. 

Albert died in 1963 
and Phillip in 1960. The 
third brother, Eustace, 
who served with the 
14th Battalion Welsh 
Regiment, was wounded 
in action on September 
18,1918 at the Battle of 
Ephey, Prance. 

In 1923 he married 
Mary Hartery, set up 
home in Holmesdene 
Place, Newton; worked 
as a butcher and in 1933 
their son David was 
bom. Eustace died in 
1987. 

Yet Richard, who had 
originally enlisted at 
Bridgend into the 
Denbighshire Yeomanry, 
with whom he served in 
Palestine in 1917, was 
drafted to Prance in May 
1918 where he died a 
month later on June 14, 
1918 at the age of 20. 

Richard’s pal Pte 
Rowe was the only son 
of four children born in 
1898 to Albert and 
Catherine Rowe of 
Glenfield Cottage, 
Newton. Albert, a 
stonemason who served 
with the 5th Battalion, 
Welsh Regiment was 
one of nine family 
members who rallied to 
the colours during the 
war. 

Albert’s brothers, 

John of Railway Terrace, 
(Hillsboro Place today) 
served with the 
Devonshires; William, 
(Myrtle Cottage, 
Nottage), with the 12th 
Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment; while Gilbert 
had enlisted into the 
Royal Army Medical 
Corps. Nephew Private 
Stanley Rowe and 
nephew-in-law Corporal 
Harry Batters had both 



College, London 
University until the 
outbreak of the Second 
World War in 1939, 
whereupon he joined the 
Royal Air Porce. After 
training he became a 
pilot in RAP Coastal 
Command and was 
posted to No 235 
Squadron. 

While flying the twin- 
engine Bristol Blenheim 
bomber, he fought the 
Germans over the 
beaches of Dunkirk, 
flying from Bircham 
Newton, in Norfolk. 
During the Battle of 
Britain 235 Squadron 
served in both Pighter 
Command and Coastal 
Command and in 
December 1941, 

Kenneth flew with his 
squadron as part of the 
air cover for the British 
Combined Operations 
raid called Operation 
Archery, which stmck 
German positions on the 
Norwegian islands of 
Vags0y and Mal0y. 

Squadron Leader 
Kenneth Illingworth was 
then posted to the Par 
East, where he died 
during operations on 
Pebruary 21, 1943 aged 
26. Kenneth’s body was 
never recovered and, as 
a consequence, he is 
remembered with honour 
on the Singapore 
Memorial and the 
Porthcawl War 
Memorial. His mother, 
Muriel Hamill, died in 
1950 and is buried in St 
John’s Churchyard, 
Newton. 

Once again attention 
on the home front was 
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on the preservation and 
rationing of foodstuffs. 
The Porthcawl Pood 
Committee had agreed to 
rent the shed situated on 
the old Great Western 
Railway station at an 
annual rent of 10s; to be 
used as a store for 
foodstuffs prior to local 
rationing. 

Also, due to an 
abundance of fruit that 
month, the committee 
advised Porthcawlians to 
preserve as much fruit as 
possible and collect jam 
jars. They intended to 
write to the Ministry of 
Pood to ask for a supply 
of sugar, in order that 
jam be made to be sold 
in local shops. 

Unfortunately, Cllr 
David Davies negated 
this enthusiastic idea by 
informing the committee 
that a good supply of 
jam would soon be 
arriving from Australia 
in casks. 

Purther, it was not 
only foodstuffs that were 
becoming scarce and, 
thus, going up in price. 

The price of salt and 


pepper had increased to 
such a level that a wit 
exclaimed that the cruet 
‘will now demand more 
respect on the table.’ 

A more serious 
concern was slowly 
drawing ever closer to 
Porthcawl: the Spanish 
‘flu. It was reported in 
the Porthcawl News: 
“The very virulent type 
of influenza known as 
the Spanish ‘flu has 
spread in certain 
directions with 
disquieting rapidity.” 

Many parts of south 
Wales had already been 
affected by June 1918. 

Pinally, Police 
Constable Prank Trott, 
who in pre-war days had 
been stationed at 
Newton, was honourably 
discharged from serving 
with the Welsh Guards 
and returned to the 
police force with 
Sergeant Jenkins at 
Porthcawl Police 
Station, John Street, the 
Porthcawl Museum, 
today.

Pen y Fai housing decision deferred 


PLANS to build 
20 homes in Pen y 
Fai on land owned 
by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
have been deferred 
until next month. 

The majority of the 
houses proposed are 
four and five-bedroom 
homes with a short 
terrace of three 
affordable homes, each 
having two bedrooms. 

The plans, submitted 
by Morganstone & 
Pennant Homes, went 
before the council’s 
planning committee on 
June 7. 

The 2.8 acre site, 
which is south of All 
Saints’ Way, is referred 
to by officers as an area 
of vegetated sloping 
scrub and woodland. It 
includes a former 
quarry. 

It is surrounded by 
existing residential 
development on three 
sides comprising small 
culs-de-sac of detached 
houses. 


The plans have 
prompted 25 letters of 
objection with concerns 
over increased traffic, 
privacy, loss of light, 
noise pollution and the 
impact on wildlife. 

Residents also 
claimed the consultation 
was “inadequate”. 

The application 
includes access, car 
parking, landscaping 
and associated 
engineering works. 

It is proposed that a 
public Right of Way 
that runs through the 
site from north to south 
known as Eootpath 29 - 
Newcastle Higher will 
be diverted to align with 
the new development. 

A further re¬ 
consultation on 
amended plans relating 
to a new site layout plan 
prompted objections 
about the steepness of 
the footpath, preventing 
families with small 
children and prams, and 
elderly residents from 
using the path. 

Eurther concerns 
were raised when 
residents said they were 


unable to view plans on 
BCBC’s website, which 
they said was 
inaccessible during the 
introduction of a new 
website. 

Officers said that 
correspondence with 
residents provided a 
direct link to the 
application in order to 
avoid the problems. 

Officers 

recommended the plans 
for approval saying they 
did not have a 
significantly adverse 
effect on the character 


and appearance of the 
residential area or on 
the amenities of existing 
residential properties. 

In a report which 
went before councillors, 
officers state: “While 
the site currently 
provides an area of 
openness and foliage, it 
is considered that the 
introduction of 20 new 
residential dwellings 
would be in keeping 
with the residential 
area.” 

The report adds: 
“While it is inevitable 


that new development 
will have some impact 
on existing residents, it 
is considered that the 
impact will not be 
unacceptable in 
planning terms, 
particularly having 
regard to the mitigation 
measures proposed.” 

The application was 
deferred until the July 
19 development control 
committee for further 
information surrounding 
drainage and the 
stability of the land.

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‘Politicians must bite the 
bullet over wildlife decline’ 


THE state of the River 
Ogmore - and by extension 
rivers in the Vale - has 
come up in two recent 
editions of The GEM. 

In the May 24 edition, outgoing 
First Minister Carwyn Jones 
called UK standards for care of 
rivers in the days before the EU as 
“appalling”. In the following 
edition, a reader suggested that a 
change in industry in the region 
since the 1970s should be 
considered as a reason. 

Last week, a rallying cry to halt 
shocking wildlife declines in the 
countryside was made to members 
of the Welsh Assembly - Mr Jones 
was invited - from 
conservationists of the Game & 
Wildlife Conservation Trust 
(GWCT) Cymru. 

Speakers from GWCT 
reinforced to local Assembly 
Members, researchers, and guests 
from other organisations how 
action is needed to save the 
countryside. 

Dylan Roberts, head of 
fisheries for GWCT, spoke about 
the state of the rivers in Wales and 
regaled attendees with stories of 
how they looked when he was a 
boy which encouraged so many 
youngsters to fish. 

He said in the 1980s and 1990s, 
Wales was the Mecca for sea 
trout - regional names abound, but 
called ‘sewin’ in Wales - worth an 
estimated £14 million every year 
and that the River Tywi supported 
an average rod catch of over 6,000 
sewin a year, whereas since 2016, 
only 1,743 sewin were declared by 
Tywi anglers. 

Salmon populations are also in 
a rapid rate of decline, with 21 out 
of 22 Welsh salmon rivers classed 
as ‘at risk’. 


“The deterioration in our rivers 
is a crisis yet pollutants of the 
waterways don’t seem to be 
brought into account,” he said. 

“Although there were 3,000 
pollution incidents in Wales over 
the past three years with almost 20 
per cent coming from water 
companies, only a minor fraction 
was even investigated.” 

“Intensive agriculture is a 
major problem, but I don’t blame 
farmers. 

“Politicians must bite the bullet 
and put in place suitable policies 
to pay our farmers to protect the 
environment; current policies 
allow them to do the opposite but 
still allow them to be profitable 
food producers without the 
pressure to intensify.” 

In addition, only 37 per cent of 
freshwater bodies in Wales, as 
defined by the EU’s Water 
Eramework Directive, are 
classified as in good quality. 

Duncan Sinclair, a gamekeeper, 
is part of a local moorland 
management project which is 
looking at boosting the number of 
ground-nesting birds by 
improving heather habitats 
through a Welsh Government/EU- 
funded Sustainable Management 
Scheme. 

He said: “Our landscapes 
should be viewed as national 
heritage property that needs 
managing and maintaining. 

“If they are to recover the 
number of declining numbers of 
bird species, strengthen their 
capacity to hold water and lock in 
carbon, as well as being amazing 
places to visit. 

“It’s a big ask and it needs huge 
investment to deliver this brief 
effectively. 

“Gamekeepers work hundreds 
of hours a week for a modest pay 


because they care passionately 
about the wildlife and what it 
supports, but they can’t do it 
alone.” 

Amanda Perkins from Curlew 
Country, a project hosted by 
GWCT, added an emotional plea 
to the day by reiterating that only 
400 pairs of curlews are left in 
Wales, plummeting 80 per cent in 
some 30 years. 

She said: “Data collected over 
the past three years shows that 
from over 30 nests monitored in 
two years, no chicks survived to 
fledge. 

“This is a very bleak picture 
indeed and although temporary 
electric fencing has been trialled 
and much closer collaboration 
with farmers has taken place, 50 
per cent of the predation recorded 
using cameras on nests has been 
down to the fox, followed by 
around 25 per cent by badgers. 

“In the race against time to save 
curlew, predation control is 
needed,” she stressed. 

“It is still such a difficult 
subject and many funders refuse to 
fund it which makes the success of 
these projects very unlikely. 

“We need to have these 
uncomfortable conversations now 
if the curlew is going to be around 
for future generations, and we are 
running out of time.” 

There were also talks at the 
event on June 5 from rugby legend 
and Porthcawl resident Sir Gareth 
Edwards and GWCT Cymru 
chairman Nick Williams. 

Mr Williams laid out his hope 
for the Welsh public and policy to 
work together to give the nation’s 
countryside a better future.

Carr, of Bryntirion, 
Bridgend, admitted three 
charges of possessing 
indecent images of 
children, possessing 
extreme pornography 
and possessing cannabis 
bush. 

The community order 
involves rehabilitation 
for 25 days. 

He was ordered to pay 
costs of £340 and a court 
surcharge of £85. 

In addition, the court 
made a Sexual Harm 
Prevention Order for five 
years. 

Mr Broadstock said 
that on January 26, police 
went to Carr’s address 
and seized a number of 
electronic devices. 

On the way to the 
police station, Carr said: 
“I’ve been waiting for 
this day for a long time.” 

He pointed out that he 
was guilty. 

When the computers 
were analysed, there 
were images, both still 
and moving, involving 
three degrees of 
seriousness. 

There were also a 
number of extreme 
pornographic images. 

Said Judge Neil 
Bidder QC: “This was 
dreadful abuse of 
children.” 

Mr Broadstock said 
Carr had had “problems 
with pornography” 
which he had obtained 
from the internet. Carr 
had said that curiosity 
had got the better of him; 
he was disgusted with 
himself and knew what 
he was doing was wrong 
and illegal. 

There was no 

evidence, said Mr 

Broadstock, that Carr had 
communicated with 
others and he used 

cannabis occasionally to 
alleviate stress and 

anxiety. 

His admissions, he 
said, were full and frank. 

The Judge said that 95 
per cent of defendants 
facing such charges were 
not as frank. 

Mr Chudleigh said 
Carr would engage with 
whatever sentence the 
court passed. 

He was, he said, a full 
time carer for his sick 
father. 

Said the Judge: “You 
were entirely frank with 
the police after becoming 
addicted to this revolting 
material. You told the 
police everything.” 

He said if his 
frankness continued 
when he was interviewed 
by the probation service 
then there was a good 
prospect of 

rehabilitation. 

Carr, said Judge 
Bidder, had been under a 
great deal of strain and 
caring for his parents had 
been a tremendous 
burden. 

“You are a man of 
positive good character 
and your family is 
standing by you.”

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DWP releases 
application 
details for foreign 
nationals 


FEWER EU citizens are 
registering for national 
insurance numbers in 

Bridgend county borough than 
before the Brexit vote, the 
latest figures reveal, but the 
trend is reversed in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

The statistics, from the Department 
for Work and Pensions, show how 
many foreign nationals have 
successfully applied for NI numbers, 
which are required to work or claim 
benefits. 

In the 12 months up to March this 
year, 163 people from the EU 
registered for NI numbers in Bridgend. 

In the year before June 2016, the 
month of the referendum, 281 people 
registered. 

However in the Vale, the number of 
immigrants from the EU registering for 


NI numbers has increased. 

In the year before June 2016, the 
month of the referendum, 172 EU 
citizens registered for NI numbers. 

Last year, however, 285 Europeans 
registered. 

The number of applicants from 
outside the EU has, however, increased 
in Bridgend. A total of 50 people from 
the rest of the world registered for NI 
numbers in the 12 months up to March, 
a rise of 18 on the period before Brexit. 

Once again in contrast, in the Vale, 
the number of applicants from outside 
the EU has decreased. 

A total of 40 people from the rest of 
the world registered for NI numbers in 
the 12 months up to March, a drop of 
47 on the period before Brexit. 

The DWP said the figures should 
not be used to indicate immigration 
levels, as foreign nationals could have 
been in the country for some time 
before applying for an NI number.

The plans relate solely 
to the breeding of four 
Erench bulldogs with 
each dog delivering one 
litter of up to 4-5 
puppies within a 12 
month period. 

Officers said the

In a report on the 
plans, officers stated: 
“The applicant has 
advised that the waste 
generated by the 
proposed development 
will be retained in a 
sealed container and 
disposed of in the site’s 
cesspit. 

“Animal welfare and 
concerns over light and 
ventilation for the dogs 
is not a material 
planning consideration 
and is addressed under 
other legislation and 
licensing requirements. 

“The size of the site is 
considered adequate to 
exercise the dogs and in 
any event this could also 
be undertaken off site.” 

The council’s public 
protection officer had 
initially raised an 
objection to the site of 
the building due to the 
potential impact of noise 
on one of the 
neighbours. 

But the officer 
withdrew the objection 
when the building was 
relocated away from 
neighbouring properties. 

Officers said they 
considered the noise 
would not have an 
unacceptable impact on 
homes nearby due to the 
large field separating 
neighbours from the 
business, adding one of 
the conditions involves 
the sound insulation of 
the building. 

Councillors voted 
unanimously in favour 
of the plans on Thursday 
at the Development 
Control Committee.

£100,000 refurb 
for Pyle library 


ALMOST £100,000 
will be invested in 
Pyle Library later 
this autumn, 
thanks to a 
transformation 
capital grant from 
the Museums, 
Archives and 
Libraries Division 
of Welsh 
Government and 
match-funding 
from Awen 
Cultural Trust.

“Pyle Library is often 
the ‘go to’ place in the 
area for helpful advice 
and support with 
literacy, digital skills, 
employment resources, 
and is a key partner in a 
number of successful 
health and wellbeing 
initiatives including the 
dementia-friendly 
Memory Lane Cafe.

PLANS to lease out acres of two popular 
Vale country parks for glamping sites 
have been scaled back by the council. 

On June 6, the Vale Council decided to drop 
plans for parts of Porthkerry Country Park to be 
turned into a site for “high-quality camping pods”. 

Plans for a similar scheme at Cosmeston Lakes 
will need further detail before being taken any 
further following an announcement by the 
council’s cabinet. 

The cabinet had approved the scheme but was 
met with public outcry against the plans after more 
than 2,000 people signed a petition to halt the 
scheme at Porthkerry. 

A council environment and regeneration scrutiny 
committee expressed its disapproval of the plans 
and sent it back to the cabinet following a ‘call-in’ 
by Labour councillor Lis Burnett over fears of 
“creeping privatisation” of the land and leaving it 


off-limits to the public. 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, cabinet member for 
regeneration and planning, recommended the 
council change its plans following the concerns, 
which the cabinet accepted. 

Cllr John Thomas, leader of Vale Council, said: 
“It’s important to note there was a lot of public 
concern about the proposals in Porthkerry and 
cabinet have reacted in a suitable manner to halt 
these proposals.” 

The council had previously said it was exploring 
commercial opportunities to make the parks more 
financially sustainable. 

Critics questioned the lack of detail in the 
proposal such as how much money could be made 
from the changes and how widely publicised it had 
been before the original decision was made. 

Plaid Cymru councillor Steffan Wiliam, who 
was part of the committee which sent the glamping 
plans back to cabinet, said: “I’m delighted because 


lots of local people and from further afield are glad 
Porthkerry can now maintain its natural beauty and 
not become something sanitised, synthetic and 
overdeveloped. 

“It was a moronic proposal and utterly 
unnecessary. Overdeveloping Porthkerry Park 
would turn it into something people don’t want to 
visit.” 

Rob Curtis, co-ordinator for the campaign and 
petition calling for no commercial development at 
Porthkerry Country park, said he still had concerns 
about Cosmeston. 

“I welcome the Vale Council’s u-tum on seeking 
the commercial development of Porthkerry 
Country Park but am concerned that they are 
continuing to seek the commercial development of 
Cosmeston Country Park. 

“Following the ‘State of Nature Report’, it is 
vital that all areas of government do their utmost to 
conserve the remaining biodiversity we have left in 
the UK, not seek to develop them! 

“We will continue to monitor the decisions of 
the Vale Council to ensure they follow wildlife 
friendly policies at Porthkerry.” 

He added: “Finally, may I take this opportunity 
to thank all the 2,350 people who signed our online 
petition and the local residents who displayed our 
posters; without them, the Vale Council would 
never have listened.” GR

McCarthy has 
highlighted his party’s, 
and the Welsh 
Government’s, failure 
to tackle poverty. 

Incidentally, Mayor 
McCarthy also states he 
wishes to support the 
diverse cultures and 
ethnicities in the county 
borough. This is more 
first-rate virtue¬ 
signalling. 

According to ONS 
figures, Bridgend is 
98.4 per cent white. 

That leaves a very 
small percentage and 
number of those in the 
so-called ‘diverse 
ethnic groups’ for him 


to support, around 
2,100 residents, all told.

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Council ‘needs to 
make more cuts’ in 
highways services 


SCHOOL crossing patrols, 
shopmobility services and the 
remaining subsidised bus 
services in Bridgend county 
are under threat as the local 
authority looks to make 
further savings. 

In a report going before Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) on 
Tuesday, June 12, officers working in 
the highways services department say 
future financial savings present “a 
significant challenge” and warn non- 
statutory services are likely to be cut. 

The report states: “The highways 
service will have to continue to 
consider those services that are not a 
statutory provision and the realistic 
level of service for those services that 
are statutory. 

“Such considerations would extend 
to areas that have previously been 
highlighted for consideration such as 
the school crossing patrol service, 
council-subsidised bus services, 
shopmobility services, service level for 
highway maintenance, structures and 
staffing.” 

In the council’s Medium-Term 
Financial Strategy there are proposals 
to cut funding for the school crossing 
patrol service next year by a third - 
around £20,000. 

The strategy also warns the 
shopmobility service could close 
unless it can recover the council’s 
annual funding of £20,000 in 2019-20. 

The service helps ah people who 
consider themselves to have mobility 
problems whether through disability, 
illness or injury to continue to get 
around city and town centres 
independently. 

The report informs councillors on 
the impact of ongoing cuts being made 
to cope with annual reductions in 
Welsh Government funding . 

Since 2010 the highways services 


budget has been reduced by £4m and it 
has led to staffing numbers in some 
teams being reduced by up to 50 per 
cent. 

The highways service has tried to 
“minimise the impact” on frontline 
services by doing things differently but 
admits with the reduced numbers there 
is added pressure on remaining staff, 
who still have to deliver the same 
workload and manage increasing 
demands from new legislative 
frameworks. 

Officers say in the report that while 
functions are still being delivered the 
response times for “non-priority areas” 
such as cutting back vegetation have 
increased and the ability to deliver 
“anything outside of the core activities 
has diminished”. 

It means the council is having to use 
contractors for any work outside its 
core activities which it says has 
implications on workload with 
commissioning, monitoring and 
quality checking of any outsourced 
work being necessary. 

The report will go before the subject 
overview and scrutiny committee on 
Tuesday. 

BCBC is responsible for highways 
across the county including: 

• 799km of carriageway. 

• 883km of footway. 

• 24,853 road gullies & associated 
drainage line s/chambers. 

• 101 road bridges. 

• 102 footbridges. 

• 55 retaining walls. 

• 20,000 street lights. 

• 419km of street lighting cabling. 

• 46 light controlled junctions. 

• 283 bus shelters. 

• 35 cattle grids. 

• Porthcawl lighthouse and coastline 
sea defences including the Western 
breakwater.

Landlord is fined 


A BRIDGEND 
landlord who failed 
to take proper fire 
safety precautions 
has been left with a 
court bill of £5,250. 

Peter Durston, of 
Newbridge Gardens, 
had also failed to 
correctly licence his 
rental property in 
Ewenny Road. 

In November 2017 
officers from Shared 
Regulatory Services - 
which covers Bridgend 
County Borough, Vale 
of Glamorgan and 
Cardiff - carried out an 
inspection following 
suspicions that the 
property was being 
operated as a ‘House in 
Multiple Occupation’ 
(HMO) without the 
required licence being 
in place. 

An HMO is a house 
or flat occupied by three 
or more tenants, who 
form two or more 
households and share 
amenities such as 
bathrooms or kitchens. 
Houses with three or 
more storeys and five or 
more tenants also need 
to have an HMO 
licence. 

Officers confirmed 
that Mr Durston’s 
property was being 
occupied by five tenants 
so should have been 
licenced as an HMO. 
During the same 
inspection, a number of 
breaches were also 
identified which 


included failure to keep 
a fire escape route clear 
of obstruction and 
failure to ensure that the 
fire alarms were 
maintained in good 
working order. 

Mr Durston was also 
found not to have taken 
reasonable measures 
required to protect the 
occupants in the event 
of an emergency. Fire 
doors and frames were 
ill fitting to two 
bedrooms, another 
bedroom had no fire 
door at ah, the fire 
doors opening onto the 
escape route were not 
fitted with self-closing 
devices, while both the 
front and rear doors 
required a key to exit. 

The windows to the 
ground floor rear 
bedroom, which was an 
inner room, did not 
have keys so they could 
not be used as escape 
windows in the event of 
a fire; and there were 
doors stacked against 
the escape windows in 
the rear yard which 
would have prevented 
them being used safely. 

Officers also found 
that Mr Durston had 
failed to ensure that the 
common parts of the 
property were 
maintained to a good, 
clean and safe 
condition, or kept 
reasonably clear from 
obstruction. The 
bannister to the second 
floor landing was in 
disrepair with a section 


missing, while the 
living room was 
obstructed with a 
mattress, bedframe and 
other items. The first 
floor WC pan was 
cracked and the ground 
floor WC pan was 
missing the lid. 

Further breaches 
included Mr Durston 
failing to ensure that 
outbuildings, yards and 
forecourts were kept in 
a clean condition, as 
both the central yard 
and rear garden had 
accumulations of 
rubbish including 
interior doors. 

Mr Durston pleaded 
guilty at Cardiff 
Magistrates Court on 
May 18 to offences 
under the Housing Act 
2004 in failing to obtain 
an HMO licence for the 
property, failing to 
provide documents 
required by a Section 
235 Housing Act 2004 
notice and in breaching 
the Management of 
Houses in Multiple 
Occupation (Wales) 
Regulations 2006. 

Mr Durston was 
ordered to pay fines and 
costs totalling £5,250 
and is now no longer 
deemed a ‘fit and 
proper’ person so will 
need to appoint a 
manager to manage the 
property. 

Rent Smart Wales has 
also been notified.

We eat healthily 
following the plan, you 
are given all the 
information, tools and 
support you need to 
food optimise. Making 
informed choices 
including unlimited 
potatoes, pasta and rice, 
in fact the list of ‘free 
foods’ is immense, we 
eat so much! 

After that first week, 
we lost 6.5 and 8.5 lbs 
respectively and the 
weight continues to 
come off steadily. 

I think one of the 
keys to our weight loss 
is staying in class and 
taking part in Image 
Therapy. 

In class you will pick 
up tips, you give and 
receive support, every 
loss is celebrated. If 
you have a gain, then 
you can talk it through 
with someone who will 
have an idea to help 
and you will walk out 
of class feeling great, 
no matter what. 

We are able to go out 
and enjoy meals, with 
some alcohol and still 
lose weight. Food 
optimising at Christmas 
meant that we still 
came in with a loss. 

The Slimming World 
plan fits in with family 
and social life really 
well. 

I increased my 
activity - even buying a 


Fitbit so I could keep 
track. 

Glyn has some 
mobility problems and 
was unable to join me 
in this part of the 
journey, but it shows 
that the Slimming 
World plan, although it 
supports exercise 
though its Body Magic 
section, does not 
depend on exercise, so 
this plan is flexible 
enough for everyone on 
every level. 

Both of us have 
arthritis but as the 
weight came off, I 
found I could go a little 
bit further.

Glyn is so close to 
his target loss and I still 
have another five stone 
to lose, but I know I 
can do it, it is possible. 

If someone had told 
me last year that I 
would lose weight, 
reverse my diabetic 
blood results and be 
doing a 5km charity 
walk or be walking into 
clothes shops knowing 
they will stock our 
sizes, have promotion 
at work and start 
enjoying life again, I 
would have laughed at 
them. 

In the 12 months 
since we joined we 
have lost over 13 stones 
between us. 

The class has a sign 
at the entrance that says 
“Strangers are just 
friends you haven’t met 
yet.” Come and join us 
and start your own 
journey - what have 
you got to lose but 
weight? 

Mandy and Glynn 
are members of 
Beverley Rosser- 
Smith’s group in 
Porthcawl. Bev runs 
two classes every 
Monday at the Hi-Tide 
Inn, Mackworth Road, 
at 5.30pm and 7.30pm. 

She has another 
class, on Wednesdays at 
9.30am, this time in 
Trinity Church, John 
Street, Porthcawl.

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FALLEN KINGDOM IS FLAWED 
AND WHOLLY UNDERWHELMING 


W HILE the 
return to 
the world 
of dinosaurs in 
2015’s Jurassic 
World was expected 
to be big, given how 
much of a cultural 
entity the franchise 
is, it’s doubtful that 
anyone expected it 
to be $1,627 billion 
big. 

A sequel was always 
on the cards, and 
Jurassic World: Fallen 
Kingdom picks up the 
story from where we left 
off previously. When a 
volcano on the island, 
where the now-destroyed 
Jurassic World was, 
becomes live, Owen 
(Chris Pratt) and Claire 
(Bryce Dallas Howard) 
return to try and save 
them from being wiped 
out all over again. 

However, their actions 
have unintended 
consequences and the 
world of the dinosaurs 
soon becomes embroiled 
with our own... 

Much like life, as 
phrased so beautifully by 
Jeff Goldblum in 1993’s 
Jurassic Park, the 
Jurassic... franchise has 
found a way to survive 
in this new world of 
blockbusters, primarily 
through the nostalgia- 
fuelled thrill ride that 
was 2015’s Jurassic 
World. 

But Fallen Kingdom 
is a film that knows it 
has to evolve and grow 


rather than rely on clever 
throwbacks to films past, 
and it’s fair to say that it 
doesn’t quite succeed in 
doing that, the film a 
reasonably solid 
blockbuster hampered by 
a story that at best is 
wooly and meandering, 
and at worst is down 
right terrible. 

The film is essentially 
split in two - the first 
half takes place on the 
island as Owen and 
Claire (reunited in a 
ham-fisted way) along 
with two somewhat 
annoying sidekicks and a 
whole troop of grizzled 
special forces-esque men 
reeking of double-cross 
attempt to save the 
remaining dinosaurs 
from a second extinction 
with the island’s volcano 
ready to blow (great bit 
of forward planning to 
Richard Hammond for 
building a multi-billion 
dollar theme park on an 
idling volcano). 

The second part takes 
place in northern 
California where the 
worlds of man and 
dinosaur meet (and, 
sadly, if you’ve seen any 
of the later trailers 
you’ve seen the main 
beats of this half). 

The first half is the 
more enjoyable, a romp 
that balances danger, 
disaster, perils and 
laughs in the way the 
early films knew how to 
do, and climaxes with 
arguably one of the most 
beautifully tragic shots 
of the entire franchise.

The second half, 
however, loses all 
momentum and becomes 
a schlocky horror (and 
this is no mean feat for a 
12A certificate that 
really pushes the limits) 
full of shady characters 
whose life expectancy is 
diminishing by the 
second and awkwardly- 
made points about 
science, genetics, nature 
and moral obligations. 

Both halves are 
directed with no little 
style by JA Bayona, the 
first half’s wanton 
destruction echoing his 
work on tsunami film 
The Impossible, while 
the second plays to his 
horror chops which, if 
you’ve seen The 
Orphanage, you know 


are pretty impressive. 

His use of shadows to 
build tension, and a 
slightly unsettling feel 
where danger seemingly 
lurks around every 
comer, is the highlight 
of the film, giving it its 
own sense of personality 
rather than trying to 
slavishly ape Spielberg. 

Unfortunately the plot 
is the biggest weak link 
here, full of moments 
that wouldn’t feel out of 
place in the most cheesy 
of soap operas, reveals 
that just don’t work, and 
full of cliched characters 
that feel like cardboard 
cutouts devoid of 
personality. 

Even the returning 
faces lack development 
- Chris Pratt is, as 
always, charm 
personified as Owen, but 
his character doesn’t 
shift gears while Bryce 
Dallas Howard’s Claire, 
the flinty, business- 
driven CEO of the first 
film, undergoes a radical 
shift in outlook 
becoming a dinosaur 
rights campaigner, but 
her journey is 
underdeveloped and 
unconvincing. 

Even the much-lauded 
return of Jeff 
Goldblum’s Ian Malcolm 
adds up to around one 
minute of screen time 
and that is devoid of the 
wit and warmth the actor 
is capable of. 

The new dinosaur - 
the IndoRaptor - is 
certainly a terrifying and 
malevolent creature, one 


that makes an 
appearance late in the 
day to wreak havoc, but 
even then you feel the 
powers of the creature 
aren’t fully explored to 
their potential. 

It all makes for an 
underwhelming exercise, 
certainly not short of 
spectacle (and let’s be 
honest, that’s what these 
films thrive on) but 
certainly trying too hard 
to carry a message that 
is delivered in such a 
messy and haphazard 
manner. 

It’s a shame as, with 
Jurassic World 3 already 
announced, there’s 
plenty of scope and 
ideas as to where the 
franchise can go next - 
hopefully it makes a 
better fist of it than this 
effort. 

VERDICT -An 

uneven blockbuster 
enlivened hugely by JA 
Bayona’s atmospheric 
direction but leavened 
by a script and story that 
is unengaging, Jurassic 
World: Fallen Kingdom 
has thrills and spills to 
spare, but ultimately just 
doesn’t truly connect. 

Bayona deserves a 
better narrative to work 
with, and does his best, 
but that’s about the only 
real positive you can 
take from it. 
Disappointing.

Flytipped 
rubbish fails 
to ruin the 
Ramblers walk 


ON a beautiful 
sunny weekend 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
enjoyed two 
glorious walks, the 
first being from 
Rachel, who set off 
with her group of 
13 and Pepper the 
dog to explore the 
whole of the 
Senghenydd Dyke 
in the Aber Valley, 
along with its 
industrial 
connections. 

By cycle track and 
road they made their 
way uphill onto open 
moorland at Mynydd 
Meio, pausing at the 
trig point to enjoy the 
views before 
descending and 
following the road to 
Eglwysilan, to view the 
Church of St llan. 

Rough tracks led to 
views overlooking 
Senghenydd where two 
major explosions - the 
first in 1901 when 81 
miners were killed and 
the second in 1913, 
when a total of 439 
men and boys died - 
meant almost every 
household in the valley 
lost one or more loved 
ones. 

A journey across 
Eglwysilan Common, 
with its unsightly 
amount of fly-tipping 
scarring the beauty, 
brought them towards 
the huge spoil tips at 
Llanbradach with a 
view of the sea and 
exiting from the dyke, 
once a huge deer park, 
grassy meadows led 
them downhill. 

Reaching Abertridwr 
and passing the 
memorial to the 
Windsor Colliery 
where, in 1902, six out 
of nine sinkers who 
were deepening the 
mine shaft were 
drowned, a tramp 
through Aber Heritage 
Park led them back to 
view the poignant 
Welsh National Mining 
Memorial Garden in 
Senghenydd, where 
every pit disaster in 
Wales along with the 
two major disasters at 
the Universal Colliery 
in Senghenydd are 
remembered. 

The following day 10 
walkers joined Joy at 
Llanfeugan about a 
mile from the village of 
Pencelli in Powys, 
where the 13th century 
church is dedicated to 
St Meugan. 

Setting off in warm 
sunshine a rough farm 
track led them to 
Cornwall Farm, now 
holiday 

accommodation. 

A gradual climb on a 
path below mature trees 
above the winding 
River Usk led them 
onto the Usk Valley 
walk and clambering 
over stiles and through 
fields and woods, the 


views stretched towards 
the Black Mountains 
with Sugar Loaf 
claiming centre stage. 

Grassy meadows 
containing sheep above 
Old Coity Mawr led 
them to a road, then on 
past a growing orchard 
to a stream where a 
huge tree had crashed 
to the ground, 
fortunately narrowly 
missing both the 
footbridge and a stile. 

Descending 
gradually through 
meadows, a short road- 
walk past Aber Farm 
led them back into 
fields and across the 
River Caerfanell for the 
journey to Talybont-on- 
Usk and along the 
towpath of the 
Monmouth and Brecon 
Canal to reach Pencelli. 

Following a short 
stop at the Royal Oak 
for liquid refreshment 
that was very much 
appreciated in the heat, 
and re-crossing the 
canal, a short journey 
up through fields led 
them back to their start 
for the journey home. 

The sudden passing 
of Val Hartrey at the 
end of May has hit the 
group hard as this 
founder member was a 
walk leader, then 
rambles officer, and 
was also chairman for 
14 years before 
standing down to 
become secretary. 

She will be greatly 
missed and our sincere 
thoughts are with her 
family. 

On June 17, meet at 
9am at Cogan Leisure 
Centre for a joint 9.5- 
mile moderate walk 
with Caerphilly 
Ramblers in the 
Abersychan area;

Is there life on Marsf 


LAST month I 
wrote about 
NASA’s April 
launch of the TESS 
space probe. 

Hard on the heels of 
TESS, on May 5 NASA 
successfully launched 
yet another exploratory 
spacecraft. The InSight 
Mars lander mission is 
now well on its way and 
will land on the red 
planet on November 26. 

This is a good time to 
think about Mars as, 
this year, it will be 
brighter than since 2003 
when the red planet 
came closer to Earth 
than it had been for 
some 60,000 years. 

By the end of July, 
when the Earth sweeps 
between Mars and the 
Sun, it will appear as a 
red dot of brilliant 
flame. 

Mars is surely the 
most enigmatic of our 
planetary neighbours, 
certainly since the late 
19th century, when it 
was believed that there 
were canals on its 
surface. 

They were first 
described in 1887 by the 
Italian astronomer, 
Giovanni 

Schiaparelli, and their 
presence was confirmed 
by later observers using 
early low-resolution 
telescopes. 

The American, 
Percival Lowell, 
popularised the idea that 
intelligent life forms 


had created these 
canals. 

By the early 20th 
century, however, 
improved astronomical 
observations revealed 
Schiaperelli’s ‘canali’ to 
be an optical illusion. 

Nevertheless, the 
possibility of life on 
Mars captured the 
public’s imagination 
and, no doubt, provided 
inspiration to HG Wells 
for his 1898 novel. The 
War of the Worlds. 

The Mars InSight 
mission (Interior 
Exploration using 
Seismic Investigations, 
Geodesy and Heat 
Transport) will place a 
lander on Mars to study 
its deep interior. InSight 
will enter Mars’ 
atmosphere at 14,000 
mph and will use a 
combination of retro jets 
and a large parachute to 
keep the spacecraft 
levelled and slowing 
until touchdown. 

Using sophisticated 
geophysical 
instruments, InSight 
will study the interior of 
Mars to answer one of 
science's most 
fundamental questions: 
how did the terrestrial 
planets, including Earth, 
form? 

It is unlikely that 
InSight will further the 
debate on the possibility 
of life on Mars, but on 
June 7, NASA 
announced two new 
clues in the search for 
life on the red planet. 


both discovered by its 
Curiosity rover which is 
still operating after 
nearly six years. 

The first of these is 
the existence of organic 
molecules in three 
billion year-old 
sedimentary Martian 
rocks near the surface of 
a dried up lake bed and 
suggests that the planet 
could have supported 
ancient life. 

The second clue 
comes from Mars’ 
atmosphere where large 
seasonal variations in 
the levels of methane 
have been detected. 
Methane emissions on 
Earth, from cattle in the 
meadows to lower 
forms of life in the 
swamps, are natural by¬ 
products of living 
things. So where is 
Mars’ methane coming 
from? 

The seasonal cycle in 
the abundance of 
methane in Mars’ 
northern summer has 
shocked many 
scientists. Are there 
microbes on Mars 
similar to those that 
exist in the guts of cows 
and sheep that produce 
methane here on Earth? 

Although we now 
know that there is 
certainly no intelligent 
life on Mars, our 
fascination with the 
possibility of some kind 
of life there remains 
undiminished.

Warning to owners 
to take control of their 
dogs near anglers

A GUIDE dog 
owner is warning 
people to keep 
control of their dogs 
near anglers on 
beaches after her 
young Labrador 
swallowed a fish 
hook. 

Faith O’Sullivan, of 
Kenfig Hill, had taken 
guide dog Buddy for a 
free run on Newton 
Beach in Porthcawl when 
he became entangled in a 
fishing line. 

Newly-qualified 
Buddy suffered a 
punctured oesophagus in 
the incident and needed a 
costly operation to 
remove the hook from 
his throat. 

“The beach was 
packed with families and 
dog walkers,” said Faith. 
“Buddy was having a 
free run and just took off. 

“My husband and I 
heard a kerfuffle and 
suddenly a total stranger 
was trying to cut the line 
that Buddy had 
swallowed. The dog was 
really scared.” 

Husband Joseph 
grabbed hold of Buddy 
and the couple headed 
straight to the vet. 

“If I had been totally 
blind and on my own I 
might not have realised 
that Buddy had eaten 
anything,” said Faith. 
“The hook was two- 


thirds of the way down 
his throat. If it had 
reached his stomach, it 
could have killed him.” 

Buddy was referred 
for specialist treatment in 
Bristol. Attempts were 
made to remove the hook 
with an endoscope, but it 
had punctured the dog’s 
oesophagus. It meant 
opening up Buddy’s 
throat in an operation 
which cost Guide Dogs 
between £3,000 and 
£4,000. 

“I don’t know what I 
would have done if 
Guide Dogs hadn’t been 
there for us,” said Faith.

“I tried to explain that 
most cats are now micro- 
chipped and should be 
taken to a vet if found to 
reunite them with their 
owner. 

“I also pointed out that 
collars can be more 
harmful and cause cats to 
be caught and trapped. 

“I would appreciate 
anyone looking after my 
cat if they had found her, 
but people need to realise 
that in some instances 
they could be taking cats 
from their homes.”

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PLAID CYMRU councillor 
Ian Johnson has called for a 
crossing to be introduced 
linking ‘Golau Caredig’ to 
Broad Street. 

He said it is needed so local 
residents and shoppers can cross 
safely. 

Cllr Johnson says cars often travel 
quickly on and off the Gladstone 
Bridge roundabout and it’s difficult 
for pedestrians to see vehicles due to 
cars parked on the bend at Gladstone 
Road, near Golau Caredig extra-care 
home, which was once Barry’s 
Theatre Royal cinema. 

He pointed out that plans for 
changes to the Gladstone Bridge area 
were under discussion by the council 
but warned that these had been in the 
pipeline for nearly 18 months with no 
concrete proposals yet made for a 
crossing at the site. 

He said: “We campaigned for a 
crossing at Lower Buttrills Road to 
allow Golau Caredig and Elis Fisher 
Court residents to safely walk to 
Holton Road. 

“Now we need a crossing between 
Golau Caredig and Broad Street to 
allow west end residents and Golau 
Caredig residents to cross safely. 

“Cars are often going quickly onto 
or off the Gladstone Bridge 
roundabout and it can be difficult to 
see past parked cars on the bend on 
Gladstone Road.” 

Cllr Johnson claimed residents are 
frustrated by the delay and hopes the 
council would bring forward plans for 
the site quickly. 


Marcus Goldsworthy, Vale Council 
head of regeneration and planning, 
explained that the crossing could not 
be done in isolation, but when a wider 
scheme was delivered. 

“The ‘Barry Town Centre Gateway 
Regeneration Project’ was first agreed 
by the former administration in April 
2017. 

“Since then the council has been 
working with landowners to 
regenerate the lower end of Holton 
Road and Broad Street. 

“This includes improving the 
public realm and further developing 
sustainable transport and pedestrian 
links, alongside attracting commercial 
and community development as well 
as creating new housing. 

“To achieve this, support will be 
sought from Welsh Government’s 
‘Targeted Regeneration Investment 
Programme’ and it is hoped the 
scheme can be delivered over the next 
three years. 

“The proposed new crossing fits 
with the aims of this scheme, but it is 
important any work has regard of the 
wider project. If carried out in 
isolation, there is a risk of it being 
redundant once overall works have 
been completed.” 

Mr Goldsworthy added: “Cllr 
Johnson has been kept fully informed 
of progress in this matter and the need 
for any proposals to be developed in a 
comprehensive manner. He is also 
well aware of the wide-ranging work 
under way to improve pedestrian 
movement in the Gateway area.”

The Potted Garden in June 

Hanging gardens of summer by Sara Milne

P LANTING a 
hanging 
basket may be 
the ideal way to 
expand your garden 
or make the best 
use of the outside 
space that you 
have. 

It’s also one of the 
easiest ways to connect 
your garden with your 
home. 

If you plant your 
summer hanging basket 
at the end of May or 
beginning of July, then it 
will thrive in a frost free 
environment producing a 
vibrant flourish of colour 
through to the autumn. 

Choosing the right 
hanging basket really 
comes down to personal 
taste, but there are two 
basic styles to choose 
from - those with solid 
sides or the traditional 
wire types. 

The benefit of using 
wire hanging baskets is 
that they allow you to 
grow some plants 
through the sides, rather 
than everything coming 
from the top of the 
basket. Whichever you 
choose, go for the 
biggest that you can - 
the more room you have 
for plants the better. 

First, you need to 
prepare the compost and 
liner. For soil, you can 
go for the easy option 
and pick a ready-made 
hanging basket compost; 
or you can use a multi¬ 
purpose compost, add a 
handful of perlite to 
improve drainage and 
aeration and add 
hydration crystals to 
help the soil retain 
water. 

Slow-release fertiliser 
granules can also be 
mixed in to feed the 
plants. 

An open wire basket 
needs a liner to prevent 
compost falling through. 
Traditionally, moss is 
used and gives a natural 
feel, but other linings are 
just as good such as 


coconut fibre. 

Using a bucket or 
empty pot to steady the 
basket while you work, 
place moss around the 
bottom half, and then 
add newspaper as a 
barrier between the moss 
and compost. This will 
stop the soil from falling 
out initially, and as the 
paper rots the roots will 
grow through to hold the 
earth in place. Fill this 
bottom half with soil. 

Next, insert the 
trailing plants by making 
holes 50mm (two 
inches) apart at this level 
and poke the roots of the 
plants such as lobelias or 
trailing ivy through the 
sides so they lie on top 
of the compost. Add 
more compost and 
trailing plants, 
positioning them 
between those already 
planted below. 

Now plant the top of 
the basket. A dramatic 
centrepiece is a must- 
have - something like an 
upright fuchsia or a 
geranium will give you a 
strong and vibrant focal 
point. 

Surround that with 
trailing plants like 
petunias or ivy-leafed 
geraniums, and one or 
two busy lizzies. 


Remember to leave a 
30mm gap from the soil 
to the top of the basket 
to help it hold water. 

Finally hang the 
basket. Water thoroughly 
as hydration is key - 
hanging baskets will dry 
out very quickly without 
regular, sometimes daily, 
watering. 

Fit the chain in place 
and suspend the basket 
on a secure, supporting 


bracket. Take time to 
rotate the basket so that 
its best side faces 
outwards. 

If hanging baskets are 
just part of your outside 
space then here are some 
gardening tips for this 
month from the RHS 
(Royal Horticultural 
Society): 

Plant out seedlings 
and young plants. 

Watering and 


weeding. 

Start spraying roses 
to stop black spot and 
mildew. 

Fast growing hedges 
will need a trim. 

Plant hanging baskets 
and containers. 

Plant salad leaf seeds. 

Tie up climbers. 

Feed spring bulbs for 
next year. 

Plant out tomatoes. 

Mow the lawn.

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Sewage plant expansion 
gets green light in Dinas 


A SEWAGE plant on the 
outskirts of Dinas Powys 
has been given the go- 
ahead to expand despite 
residents’ fears over the 
smell and noise. 

Cog Moors Welsh Water 
Treatment Works, situated 
between the village and Barry, 
has been given permission to 
build an anaerobic digestion 
plant at the site. 

Welsh Water welcomed the 
decision saying it would 
‘enhance’ the way it treats waste. 

The plant, which will have 
new storage tanks, and a stack up 
to 18 metres high, will be used to 
convert sewage sludge into gas, 
which would then be used to 
generate electricity, and as soil 
fertiliser. 

The Vale Council’s planning 
committee approved planning 
permission for the sewage works 
expansion last Thursday, June 7. 

But that was after councillor 
Bob Penrose, a member of the 
committee, raised residents’ 
concerns about the odour, 
emissions, traffic and visual 
impact of the development - as 
well as it being on a flood plain. 

“Over the last few years there 
have been numerous complaints 
on odour from these sewage 
works,” he told the meeting. 

“But none have ever been 
resolved and they have all been 
denied.” 

Cllr Penrose said the new 


plant would be visible for some 
residents in Sully and would add 
to existing emissions in the area. 

The meeting heard there will 
be three sensitive receptors 
installed to improve odour 
monitoring at the site. 

Questions were also asked 
about the increased number of 
vehicles that would be going to 
and from the site, and whether 
the plant would kill all pathogens 
- bacteria which cause disease - 
from the waste. 

Planning consultant Howard 
Jones, representing the Cog 
Moors plant, told the meeting 
there would be eight more HGV 
movements a day to and from the 
site, up from its current level of 
up to 21. 

He said the plant’s pathogen 
kill rate “will be as close to 100 
per cent as can be achieved.” 

Mr Jones told the committee: 
“Public Health Wales have 
confirmed emissions to air will 
be well within air pollution 
thresholds and will have no 
adverse impact on human health. 

“Odour modelling shows the 
proposed development will not 
result in increased levels of 
odour. There will be no adverse 
noise impacts as a result of the 
proposed development.” 

He added that while there will 
be a minor increase in HGV 
movements each day, this will be 
directed away from Dinas Powys 
and towards the McDonald’s 
roundabout junction. 


Cllr Jonathan Bird said: “You 
all forget that this is a facility 
that is processing our waste. We 
need it to be going somewhere. 

“This is the plant at which the 
drains all end up. This is a 
marked improvement on what is 
being done at the moment.” 

Victoria Robinson, the Vale 
Council’s operational manager 
for developments, told the 
meeting the scheme is a major 
investment by Welsh Water, 
having considered alternative 
options across Wales. 

Cllr Bird added: “This is a 
vast improvement to increase 
capacity and I think we should 
be supporting this.” 

Planning permission was 
granted by a majority vote. 

A Welsh Water spokesperson 
said: “We are pleased to have 
received planning permission for 
our proposed improvements to 
the wastewater treatment works 
at Cog Moors. 

“The advanced anaerobic 
digestion process will enhance 
the way we treat waste and 
produces a higher quality 
fertiliser for recycling to 
agricultural land. 

“Furthermore, it helps with the 
reduction of our carbon footprint 
through the production of energy 
from waste.”

those who opposed the 
war throughout Wales 
and especially on the 
over 800 conscientious 
objectors. 

“While it’s important 
to remember the 
soldiers who lost their 
lives in the war, it is 
also important to 
remember that there was 
a significant minority 
who chose another path 
which was difficult and 
often unpopular.”
